prices at which California 
newspapers are being sold are a souree of eon 
stant wonder. Over the nation as a whole, 
mergers are the order of the day. It is author- 
itatively predicted that there will be one hun- 
dred more mergers of American dailies during 
the next few months. The one-newspaper idea 
is spreading even to cities of the hundred 
thousand population class.

This writer, during the past four months, 
has given some study to the newspaper fields 
at Santa Monica, San Bernardino and Santa 
Ana. San Bernardino has two 
controlled by 


newspapers 
the same interests. The other 
two cities each have but one newspaper. 

In each of ‘those three cities there are num 
erous individuals who believe their community 
interests would be better served witn another 
newspaper. 

The demand, however, in no one case is 
based on business judgment or even a faint 
conception of the cost entailed today in eom 
peting with a newspaper already efficiently 
serving its community. 

Political interests in the main stir up the 
desire for a second paper and not the mer- 
chants whose advertising pays the bills. 

Senator J. F. Burke of Bueyrus, O., who 
recently bought the Santa Ana Register from 
J. P. Baumgartner, T. KE. Stephenson and H, 
T. Duekett, paid $750,000 for his bargain. 
That probably sets a world’s record for a news- 
paper price in a city of 25,000, 

Nastern publishers, desirous of settling in 
Southern California, have made numerous pur- 
chases of California dailies during the past 
year, at prices of two, three and four hundred 
thousand dollars.

Designers seem to have 
focused their attention upon (his 
detail, and the result is a continua- 
tion of width, more than an occa- 
sional flare, and a decided tendency 
to irregularity. The achievement 
of these three details radically ef- 
fects general] lines. 

Characteristics of the new sil- 
houette are very marked. There is 
the flat, unbelted back, the watst- 
Mne that looks ever upward, flares 
e@t the sides or in front, many 
pleats and certain clever drapes, 
and the becomingly useful irregular 
hemline that is thought to be a 
forerunner of longer skirts which 
@re about due in the turning of 
the wheel of fashion. 

Draperies are the approved means 
of attaining the uneven hemline, 
they are arranged at the front or 
the side front, appearing in some 
of the strictly tailored models. 
The latter show no trace of their 
former mannish lines, but achieve 


femininity through fabrics and 
details. They are popular and 


constantly increasing in numbers. 
The Two-Piece Idea Prevails 


There has been a keen rivalry 
between the one and the two-piece 
dress for many seasons now, and 
at first glance it would seem that 
the former is winning the race. 
There are more one-piece models 
than there are two-piece, but in 
the major portion of the former 
the effect is of the latter, which 
eaves the problem unsolved as to 
the real winner. 

Two materials, two’ colors, two 
pieces, this is the present situation. 
We are being introduced to a new 
material for practical purposes, al- 
though it is really a glorified form 
of an old fabric. WooleGeorgette, 
s0 very Fenerally featured, is really 
etamine, but whatever name it 


chooses to go by, it is being made 
most welcome by everyone con- 
cerned, 

Daytime frocks may be divided, 
roughly, into three classes—sports, 
tailored and afternoon, the latter 
takings the name of

“bridge” frocks. The dividing line 
between the first two is very slight, 
but the latter group differs widely 
from the other two. All agree, 
however, on the importance of de- 
tails, and the value of material and 
color, 
Satin Assumes Real [Importance 


Even with the knowledge that 
satin is cousidered the ideal be- 
tween-season fabric, it is really 
amazing how popular it has be- 
come in the immediate mode, 
There seems to be some sort of a 
satin frock for every hour of the 
day or evening, and thc material 
fits into every type that has been 
offered, lending charm to it and 
finding heauty in it. 

It is extremely practical, and 
seems not only seasonable, but 
leaves one with the feeling that a 
model done in this fabric will be 
serviceable and smart as long as it 
lasts. it may be used for the dress 
that is extremely simple, or it may 
be the medium employed when 
drapes and details of great in- 
tricacy are planned. Tt as ‘the 
material useful—-satin. 

“Black and all the autumn 
colors," would express the color 
range in this beautiful stuff. which 
is, of course, crepe-backed, and 
quite capable of trimming fiself. 
But in any representztive group 
there are quite as many black 
models as there are in colors, with 
gray making a bid for position 
Biscuit, beige, bright red and blue 
are favorites. 

Velvet Serves Advance Notice 

While it is a little too early for 
velvet, there is every indication 
that fashion will accent it sharply 
in the materis] mode. There are 
all the lovely chiffon velvets and 
the brocades, and there are the 
transparent velvets that prove £0 
effective in combination with cloth 
or another velvet. Richness char- 
acterizes the entire mode, as we 
view it in the prospect. 

Generally speaking, the 
skirt, norma! waistline, long sleeve 
and pointed neckline are em- 
phasized, Details include what we 
may well call “line treatments” for 
tne diagonal, spiral and horizontal 
trimming effects prevail in the new 
mode. They are obtained, more 
often than otherwise, by fabric 
manipulation, rather than a con- 
trasting detail. 

Probably the most important 
type of frock, at the moment, is the 
tailored one, for it best bridges the
